Wuen D'Anvers enters into the Particulars of 
the Caufes of the Want of Money among thé Pea- 
fantry, where it isnot wont to abound, he is obliged 
toconfefs, ir has been a Cry ever fince he had Kars 
tohear. He begins his Bill of Parcels, with the 
great Drain of Cafh out of the Country from gentle 
and fimple, by the Land Tax, &c. without ob erving 
that the greateft Part of the Taxes is paid by Ma- 
nufactures and Produéts of the Lands, and docs fot 
therefore carry all the Money to Lendon. Dares he 
ny that the Receivers General every where, 

ring up half what they colle& in Specie. ‘Tis 
plain, he knows not how the Receipt comes in or goes 
out, but as the reft of the Rabble do, by Hear-fay 
and vulgar Rumour. If the Money that’s carried 
from the mer aye aw London, is ftopp’d and {pent there 
by Landlords, "sa Misfortune, which Jam fare. 
wifer Heads than his is, cannot think of Ways to 
prevent, while Englijemen are. fo jealous of Liberty, 
and would not bear the Reftraint of being confined 
to their Manors and Manfions ; Who then is to be 
blamed for it, but thofe who make Ufe of their 
native Rigbt to. live where, and {pend what they 
pleafe, while the Law is on their Side? and how 
this can be remedied, withour firft curing thofe two 
contagious Diftempers, Luxury and Vanity, or 
breaking in upon our free Conftitution, is more than 
even his Quakery will pretend to. 

' Praisecop Baresons, a leading Member 
in Oliver's firft Parliament, brought a Bill into che 
Houfe for reitraining Buildings, to prevent People’s 
fwarming to and nefting in London; which had fo 
little Effect towards correéting that Enermity, that 
hisSon, Dr. Barebone, built as many Houfes there, 
as would meke a good City ; fo difficult is it to bring 
Men's Judgment to fubmit to that of others, in 
Matters of Intereft ot Pleafure, wherein, tho’ they 
may be wrong themfelyes, they will always think 
their owe Way right. D’Anvers télls us he has 
been told, there is not.Money enough in fome 
Counties, to pay the Land Tax of Four Shillings in 
the Pound : Have thefe Counties no Corn, no Cattle, 
no Butter, no Cheefe, no Cloth, no Linen, nor any 
other Manufactures ; no Mines, no Firing to fetch 
a Penny in a London Market. I know a Town 100 
Miles from that City, that doesnot pay 1600/. a Year 
to the Four Shillings Land Tax, and fends thicher 
3 Or 400,000 L. yearly in Manufactures, the current 
Year reckoned into it. What does Caleb think be- 
comes of all the Money they make of their Cloth ? 
Is it fuck’d up in London, fike hafty Rains in a hot 
Summer? Or does it {pread again into the Country 
in feveral Channels, to manure and enrich it ? 

Tue ‘Squire does not infift wpon it, that all the 
Country Cafh is thus fack'd up : Sh dene a Part of it 
does return to the Place from whence it came, and Is 
carried thither only to bribe the Eleccors in the 
Choice of Members of Parliament ; tape —s 
to this good Man, get chofen only to plunder an 
pF ame their Country : His Words th? bribe them 
out of their Liberties, and drain them till of more; which 
fhort Sentence contains nothing but a falfe, feditious 
Slander on the Government, on the Parliament, and 
the whole People of Exgland, whom he ftiles the 
Corrupters and the Corrupted, and Compliments them 
often in the fame decent Manner, efpecially where 
he fets forth the State of the Nation, as a moff de- 
plorable Scene of Poverty and Mifery. He is{o ignorant, 
as to affert for one of the Caufesof this Poverty, that 
the Country has norhing to balance this /mmenfity of 
Draughts upon them, befides Manufattures and Commo- 
dities. What would he have them have? Mines of 
Silver and Gold, which would not be of fo much Ad- 
vantage as thofe Commodities and ManufaCtares, 
which befides fetching Gold and Silver, fubfift the 
Inhabitants by Labour. But to enter no farther into 
the Depths of this Argument. Did he never hear 
that there is, from the Weft of England, exported yearly 
as nany Manufactures as will fupply all the Draughts 
from thence in good Moyadores and Fobannes’s ; and 
thac from the North of England, is exported in Cloth 
and Woollen Stuffs, more than all his Immenfity 
amounts to, which is returned in Money, or what 1s 
better than Money, in Goods, for the Ule of our 
Manufacturers. For the North Trade brings nothing 
for Luxury, and that is confum'd in the Form we 
réceivé it, or at leaft fo very little, ic is not worth 


naming. I fay nothing of the London Exyorts, the 
Prime Coft of which in Manufactures, returning to 
the Manufacturers all over England, in Money, or 
Money’s Worth. Caleb is fo impious, as to accule 
Providence for the Bleffings of Plenty beftowed on 
our Nation, complaining that Afeat and Bread are 
funk to fo low an Ebb in Price, that the Farmers can- 
hot raile enough, by rhe Sale of them, to pay their 
Servants Wages, and maintain their Families: How 
then can they pay Rent and Taxes? But is Plenty one 
of the-Carfes we owe to the Adminiftration ? Is it not 
produced by proiperous Harvetts, and the Price made 
up in the Quantity? Does it not enable us to fupply 
on Neighbours with our Overflowings, as the Ports 
of Portugal, Spain, and the Afediterranean, have lately 
witneiled by.the Stores of Corn fhip’d thicher from 
England. The Truth is, the Farmers Want of Mo- 
ney is owing torhe fame Gauk, atis the Citizen's and 
Journeymen’s, not to Taxes; which encreafe Trade, 
as is fully proved, im a» Treatife publithed @ few 
Months after the Revolution, but to Jow Luxury, 
which has infefted the Peafantry, asthe High has the 
Gentry. The Farmers Wives and Daughters have 
their Silks and Sattins, inflead of Sags and Serges ; 
their Hollands and Cambricks, initcad of Home-foun 
Doulas and Canvas; their Plate, their’ Side Board, 
aod Tea Table; andthe Parmer has his Punch Bowl, 
with proptr Equipage, whic’ licks away his Ready 
Money, and too often leaves his Stock to che Land- 
lord and Receiver General. 
Tus Treatife I jult mentioned, thews ; 
First, The Nature and Benefit of Taxes in this 
Kingdom, compared with the Impofitions of foreign States. 
SECONDLY, The lmprovement of Trade by War. 
_THese are Paradoxes with half-witted, wrong- 
headed Politicians; bur are made clear by this Au- 
thor’s ftrong Arguments. He begins his Preface thus: 
It is worth Mr..D' Awvers’s Attention, he being pretty 
much concerned im.it. * Upon the Receipt of the 
‘ following Letter, concerning the Nature of Taxes, 
‘ and levying of Moncey upon the Subject, 1 imme- 
* diately seGaived to commit it to the Prefs, as con- 
‘ ceiving it might be inftrumental towards the Re- 
©‘ movel of that Popular Argument, which the 
“ Jacobites and Malecontents ot the Age are fo in-
